TANKS, BUT NO TANKS 


An illustrated survey of armored fighting vehicles that were less than 
stellar and well forgotten by history by Terry Colon 



Baffangoof GT (Italy) This convertible tank was developed by 
Alfa Romeo for the comfort of the crews in the hot dessert condi¬ 
tions of north Africa during World War II. Though stylish, the 
Baffangoof GT proved useless.

Yugo AFV (Yugoslavia) This low-priced “starter tank" for 
emerging powers was intended to boost the former Yugo¬ 
slavia's sagging economy. Development proceeded smooth¬ 
ly until one day during testing the prototype collided head- 
on with a stray cow and was totalled. 


The 4irst known tank was built by the 
Ugaboogaloo tribe circa 5 million BC. It 
was fashioned by strapping 120 turtles 
(the only armor they knew) onto the back 
of a tortoise. This solution proved impossi¬ 
bly slow and somewhat less than worth¬ 
less. 


TUrkey Titanticus (Ottoman Empire) The 
Turks built this fully armored zeppelin but 
were stymied when they discovered that 
the empire possessed no sources of heli¬ 
um. Undaunted, they towed it to the 
Caspian Sea and launched it as a subma- 








Totenglobenspiel (Saxony) Franz Holbien the Dumber 
concocted this giant iron ball filled with soldiers. 
Launched down a slope to smash enemy formations, 
the troops would then emerge and engage the dis¬ 
organized enemy in combat. However, the men 
inside were tumbled about so violently that 
they were, to a man. impaled upon 
« their own swords. 


Ginsu8 (Japan) Their war effort crippled by severe oil short¬ 
ages, the Japanese devised this engineless tank.
